Discussed last Night. 


Tho Special Meeting of the 


Council— Adclresse*

Tbo council held a special meeting 


last evening, tor tho purpose of dis- 
cussing the question ot water works, and 
the election on Tuesday next. 
All the 


aldermen were present except Aldermen 
Murdock and Nowlan. Mayor Croft pre 
sidod. Quite a large number oE tax pay 
ors were also present. 
After the council 


wan called to order 


Aid. Fit/,gibbon suggested that the 


mayor stato the object oE tho meeting. 


Tho Mayor: 
Tho 
aldermen 
havo 


thought it necessary to havo another style 
ot ballot to bo %-oted at the election next 
Tuesday, on the subject of water works, 
and tho e.iuncil is called together tc- 
rught to mako that ballot, as I under- 
stand it—ur (hoso bi.lloU, as there will 
probably bo more than one—aud at tho 
instance ot some of our citizens hero, 
there being a gentleman hero from Chi- 
cago, Mr. Morgan, who has had some- ex- 
penenco iu water works, wo thought per- 
haps ho could enlighten tho taxpayers of 
this city more- iu regard to water works 
than wo could by articles in tho newspa- 
pers or anything of tbatscrt, wo have in- 
vited 
him 
here 
to-night, 
as 


In 
id 
obliged 
to 
loave 


to-morrow morning at seven o'clock, and 
wa havo havo also luvitud tha citizens, in 
order that there may be a general discus- 
sou ot tho matter. 
We would like to 


hear from those in favor and those op- 
posed to waterworks, iu order that we 
may vote undorstaiidmgly at tho coioiug 
election on that issue. 
IE there is no 


objaotiou on tuo part ot tho council wo 
will hear from any of the citizens who 
may bo present, or from Mr. Morgan. 


Aid. Fitzgibbon suggested that if any 


msmbor 
of tho conucil had another 


ballot to placo before tho public at the 
coming [election that it be introduced 
now and tho debate had afterward. 


Aid. Valentine: At tha request of a 


number of citizens who aro a little ia tho 
dark,—or who claim to be,—ns to what 
tho council desires, from tbe reading of 
tho adveitisemeut, I asked City Attorney 
Hy/er t > draw an order to bo introduced 
to-night, instructing the city clerk to pro- 
vide, instead of tho ballot ordered for 
water works, two ballots, one reading, 
"for water works, t'j be built by a private 
corporation," and the other "for water 
work:!, to be built by tha city ot Junes- 
ville." 
Those two ballots 
will take 


tho placo 
of 
the 
ballot 
ordered 


"for 
water works" simply, giving us 


three- ballots,—ono against water works, 
a-jd tho other two for water works, built 
by tho city or by n company. Mr. Hyzer 
is drawing it now, aud a3 soon as it is 
finished I will introduce it. 


I will also state that when tho original 


order was drafted that point was fully 
discussed, aud it was thought best to 
havu it presented iu the manner in which 
it was presented, simply to ascertain if 
tho people of Jauesville wanted wator 
works or not, and if they wanted water 
works that it could bo then left nutil tho 
spring election for discussion, as to the 
manner in which they wanted those water 
works built, and.theu an expression could 
bo taken on that subject. Jt was thought 
that tho time was so short that a great 
many would hardly know which way they 
wanted to vote, as to the manner m which 
the works were to bo built; but as many 
think they do know how they would like 
the works to be built, and oE course it is 
no more than right that they should 
have an opportunity of voting iu that 
manner. 


At this poiut tho mayor warned tho 


meeting that the Gazette, with its usual 
enterprise, had a short-hand reporter 
present, and that everything said was bo- 
ing taken down and would bo published. 


While the city attorney was engaged 


with Mr. Valentino's order permission 
to address the meeting was giv-.'U to any 
citizen who desired. 


Mr. A. C. Bates thereupon addressed 


the mooting iu a forcible manner, at some 
length, saying that he had coma there by 
accident, not knowing that thoro had 
boon any public call for a meeting, argu- 
ing that tho couucil had no power to do 
anything 
in 
regard 
to 
determining 


whether tho city should havo water works 
or not, but that it could only bo deter- 
mined by tho state legislature, aud every- 
thing .done so far jn the.matter by the 
council was void. Aud further that if 
water works should bo built hero uo pri- 
vate corporation would undertake it with- 
out n contract from the city to take a 
certain number of hydrants,—715 or 100, 
aud this council might say that they 
would take no more; but iu tho next 
council the alderman from tho second 
ward would want ten more in his ward, 
and the other alderman would wont an. 
equal number for each of their wards and 
in the course of another year you would 
laave [not 75 hydrants, but 150 or 200. 
The number of lamp posts in tho city had 
increased in just that way, but that was a 
luxury for which eveay one was thankful. 
But with tho ciy taxed for hydrants, with 
n tax ot 87,000 already ou us for the firo 
department, which could uot and ought 
not to be disposed of, as we havo the 
buildings aud tho engines aud apparatus, 
and companies we would do away with 
something of which we are proud," and 
•wo get no luxury in return. There is no 
place from which wo can get wator for 
the citizens that would bn beneficial for 
anything but washing purposes. We have 
the river now and all tho benefits we can, 
get from it, even it wo had hydrants 
through our principal streets, for tho 
poor and rich alike havo their wells and 
cisterns, and they want no moro. 


Mr. A. M. Valentine: I do not under- 


stand that tho conucil has claimed that 
there is any thing legal about this, but T 
understand that they have called forth 


election simply to find out whether tho 
people want tbe common council to go 
before tho legislature next winter and get 
;he proper legislation 
to build water 


vorks. If the people vote that they don't 
want them to go, they vrou't go. I don't 
jelieve this council or any other council 
would go before the legislature and ask 
'or authority on this subject unless the 
people requested by vote that they should 


": am opposed to a pri- 


vate corporation building these water 
works. 1 think Mr. Bates is right iu re- 
gard to that; but I don't see why there 
should be objection against tha city's 
building them because there is objection 
to a private corporation doing it. The 
opponents of water works put the matter 
ou unfair grounds. 
They say we will 


bond the city for 8200,000. That is all 
poppy cock. And they giro people to 
understand that the money is absolutely 
sunk aud wasted,—that we will never 
get ouo dollar oE it back; now it strikes 
me thatiE wo spend §100,000 in this city 
for water works, there must be some 
revenue coming from that in the future. 
Who will get tho benefit of the money 
paid for water? I will uso water; Mr. 
Bates, I hope, will use some water—1 
don't know whether he will or uot, but 
most oE us will use water, and we will 
have to pay for it. Is that money thus 
paid to bo thrown into the river, or will 
it ba put into a fund to pay tho indebted- 
ness aud interest on tho money ex- 
pended ? 


It is said that parties ou Mam and 


Milwaukee streets are opposed to wator 
works because they uro protested. Am I 
protected iu tbe first ward by anything 
tho fire department cau do?—not bo- 
canso they would not do all iu their 
power to savo property, but because it is 
impossible for them to get water so far 
away from the river. 
Is any man who 


owns property away from Hie river pro- 
tected by tho lire department? Wo all 
know that my house, or Mr. Bates' house, 
or Mr. Woodruff's, might catch firo aud 
it would burn to the ground before any 
fire department could save it. 
We havo 


seen that Jtimo utter time. 
We saw it 


•when tho Congregational church burned; 
SGO.CC'J went into the ground, aud the fire 
department there. I don't say anything 
against the fire department, it is a good 
department and it does uoblo work, but 
we are interested in this matter as well 
ET tho parties ou Main and Milwaukee 
streets, for we pay taxes. I don't think 
anybody believes that the council is try- 
ing _to 
force 
anything 
at all, 


they simply 'want 
an expression ot 


tho people. J.'hcy wcct the people to say 
wo do want water worlw, or we do not. 
If you don't want them suj so and we 
won't go to Madison; if you do want 
them say so aud wo will. 


It is said that tho city j-i outoE debt, 


and don't let us get into it' 
IE business 


men fo!towel 'that through their lives 
they wosld always stand in about the 
same condition, livery man i'.i business 
knows that in days of prosperity he incurs 
debt which ho expects to pay out of the 
proceeds of his business. 
1C very busi- 


ness man expects when ha buys goods 
that tho profits on the goods will pay his 
debts. 1/et us take tlr.s as a simple busi- 
ness proposition. Wi'.l it pay us to buy 
these water works and pay for thorn, and 
will they pay for themselves? IE it is a 
good investment wo want it, and lE it is 
not wo don't want it. 


Aid. Fitzgibbou mored that when the 


council adjourned it adjourn to meet this 
(Saturday evening at 7:3;)-o'clock in or- 
der that other tax payers might have an 
opportunity to express their opinions in 
the matter. Carried. 


Aid. Valentino introduced an order that 


the Ccity clerk should be instructed to 
provide three forms of ballot for the elec- 
tion next Tuesday.iu hen of those already 
ordered, to read "for water works. 
For 


water works to bo built by the city." 
"For water works. For water works to 
bo 
provided 
by 
a 
company." 


Aud "against wator works" 


Mr. A. C. Bates asked permission to 


address the meeting on that question. 


Mr. Valentino objected, saying they 


had heard onco from Mr. Bates. 


Aid, Fitzgibbon was sorry to see any 


member of the council object to any cit- 
izen coming hero and taking part ia tbe 
debate, and hoped tha gentleman would 
withdraw his objection. 


Ou motion of 
Alderman Daly, Mr. 


Bates was allowed to speak. 


Mr. Bates wished to givo his opinions 


iu regard to the building of wator works 
by private corporation, and tho necessity 
that tbe voters understand just what they 
were voting for, but the mayor said that 
the discussion now must be confined to 
tho question oE the adoption of this .style 
of ballot before tho council. 


Mr. William Ruger being called for, 


that gentleman came forward and said: 


Your Honor, Gentlcmcu of tht: Cvnncil 


/mi!. Citi-nns: The matter of submitting 
this question at this time has come to the 
minds o£ both citizens and members of 
this council, from tho fact that wo are 
about entering upon a system oE biennial 
sessions of our legislature. After the 
present winter session there will be no 
session of tho legislature for two years. 
A great number o£ our citizens, and per- 
haps a majoiity, have been in favor for a 
year or more past, o£ moving in the di- 
rection of having public water works. 
Perhaps there is uo certain conviction as 
to how such works should bo built 
whether by the city or through tho in- 
strumentality of some private company, 
but I think a majority ot our citizens aro 
in favor ot water works of some sort, and 
hardly wish to let two years go by with- 
out having power to enter upon the 
work. 


Ou looking over our charter I see that 


it is not broad enough to enable the city 
to outer upon the matter oE constructing 
or contracting for tho construction of 
such works. There id a provision in the 
general statutes which would be applica- 
ble and givo power ou tho subject, but 
for the fact that there is a provision iu 
tho charter expressly excluding the ap- 
plication of general laws oE that character. 
It is thoroEoro essential that we have legis 
latiou this winter if wo expect to enter 
upon this work at any time within two 
years. By request of a member of the 
council I drew the forms o£ ballot adopt- 
ed tit the last council meeting. It scorned 
to me that the first proposition was 
whether we wanted water works or not; 
afterwards wo could consider how and by 
whom they should bo constructed, wheth- 
er on the reservoir system, direct pros- 
sure system, or a combination of those 
systems, and whether it should be done 
by the city or by u private corporation. 


It is perhaps proper that we consider 


some 
of 
these 
other 
questions 


at 
tthe 
time 
we 
consider 


tho primary question whether we want 
water works at all, but it seemed tbe bet- 
tor way to settlo the question whether we 
want any such works first and then, when 
we havo a definite proposition before us, 
with OHtimates as to the cost of different 


ont question is whether tlio city shall 
procure legislation conferring tho power 
to construct or contract for the construc- 
tion of waterworks, or .whether we are 
content that the cityjshall remain power- 
lesa in the matter until the legislature 
shall meet in the winter of. 1884. If not 
we must procure legislation at the com- 
ing session, and 1 think we Jshail make a 
serious mistake if|we fail to obtain the ' 
necessary power tbisiwinter. The power 
should be ample to authorize |the city to 
either construct and operate the works 
or contract with si private company by 
agreeing to rent a spscifiod number ot 
fire hydrants.} 


Personally I am in favor oE water 


works as a sanitary measure aud as a 
matter o£ political economy. I do not 
think our city can longer uil'ord to do 
without such works, much less to have 
our hands tied for two years to come BO 
that we cannot move iE wo would. 


Mr. Woodruff suggested that 
four 


forms of ballots might be used. 


Aid. Kobmson: 
As this question is 


preliminary, it strikes me that tho main 
object is to got the seuse of the people 
whether they desire water works or riot, 
aud tho question 
to determine that 


should be waterworks or no water works. 
Then there is a class of persons who desire 
water works by the city, aud others de- 
sire that thoy shall bo built by an outside, 
corporation; and it tho ballots were 
made for water works, and against water 
works, and for water works to bo built 
by the city and for water works to bo 
built by an outside corporation, aud those 
put iu separate boxes, that would settle 
the matter. 


Aid. Potter: When they are in favor 


oE water works they 
are iu 
favor oE 


them whether to be built by the city or 
spine other corporation, and 1 can't HBO 
tiio sense oC having separate ballots. 


Aid. Valentino: I will withdraw my 


first motion aud amend my order to read 
as follows:

On motion of Alderman Valentine the 


city clerk was instructed to havo tho or- 
der published in the daily papers until 
the day of the election under the adver- 
tisement as now running. 


Several ot the aldermen aow express- 


ing a desire to hear from Mr. George C. 
Morgan, that gentleman said: 


GENTLEMEN—I came hero on other 


business, but hearing tlu.t you were talk- 
ing of building wator works, I thought I 
would like to come down and talk with 
the couucil a little. I am engaged in 
building water works, but as to being 
ablo to tell you whether you want water 
works or not,—which seems to be your 
most difficult point, I think it would be 
easier for me to build the water works 
than to decide the question. But as to 
the question of deciding whether the 
water works shall be built by a private 
company or by the city, o£ course does 
not rest with me. But I proii'er tho sug- 
gestion that you would not have to in- 
quire ot a great many towns in the United 
btatcs that have private companies, bo- 
fore finding that they would be ready to 
tell you that it is a very bad thing to lee 
a private company own water works in a 
town. If it is profitable for a private 
company to own water works iu a city, it 
is equally profitable for tho city to own 
it. Now on tho other hand, if water 
works are built carefully and judiciously, 
there is no better investment for money, 
anywhere. T would just as soon step in 
here, iE I could agree with you, furnish 
the money, build your water works, and 
not ask you for n dollar, but take my 
chances for collection, But ot course I 
ain't going to squirt water ou a fire un- 
less I am paid for it, or deliver water to 
anybody without pay. 


The question of 
the 
advisability 


of 
building water works 
here 
is 


one of tho most important questions, 
and one that the people, before they vote 
ou this question, should 
understand 


fully. 
Without going into details, I 


simply make the statement that you have 
no water from your wells that is fit to 
drink. 
You can very easily determine 


that matter. 
Take, for instance, uny 


town lot 150 feet long aud 50 feet wide—- 
we will be reasonably liberal, o[ cor.rsc 
they are not as large as that in Chicago— 
we will place ,tho house 30 feet back 
from tho front of tho lot; wo will say 
that the house is 50 feet from front to 
rear or kitchen, or whatever there" may 
be there; then the next thiug]is your well, 
and I will, venture to say that the next 
thing will be your water closet, which 
will be ou tbe average within 30 to 50 
feet of that well—I don't care if it may 
be 100 feet, bat it ain't, because you are 
crowding the barn pretty close by this 
time—and your well is; between the house 
aud water closet and bam, aud as a rule 
it is not more than 30 feet from the wa- 
ter closet. 
2N 
Tow, if it is as near as that, 


the i,iuUltration from the water closet, 
which is always tho shallower cess-pool, 
has poisoned your well, for the well is a 
cess-pool at this time—at least at liacine 
they have proved them to be so by analy- 
sis, aud-. 1 think you will find a great 
many of yours so here. It is no proof of 
tho purity of tbe water that it is clear; it 
may bo as clear as crystal, and you may 
also thoroughly Impregnate it with salt 
aud it will look just as clear; neverthe- 
less it is full of poison. If any oE you 
gentlemen wish to satisfy yourselves ou 
that subject there is a simple way oE do- 
ing 
it. You 
can gather 
a small 


bottle, a quart for instance, out of your 
well, cork it tight, placo it on tho mantel 
behind your stove aud let it stand 1H 
hours, pull the cork, and if it smells bad 
you may make np your mind it is uot tit 
to drink, and I think you will find that 
the case with most of the wells iu this 
city. 


The next important point is the cost of 


the water works, I have just completed a 
system of water woaks for Winona, Minn. 
I shall introduce tho water into the city 
a ^veels from next Tuesday, and I cordial- 
ly invite any of you to be there. 
I have 


ridden around your city with Mr. Wood- 
ruff aud casually looked the town over, 
and you can obtain first class water here. 
It may be a little bit hard, but neverthe- 
less as good as you can get in this neigh- 
borhood. Now, I would put down per- 
haps from six to seven miles of pipe to 
begin with, the people want to see these 
things, because to see is to know, aud if 
they once see it there will be almost as 
many people in hero with applications to 
extend the pipo the first year after the 
pipe is put down as there are gentlemen 


systems, reports as to their merits, settle 
I here to-m'ght. i;am speaking of what I 


the other questions on careful iuveatiga 
tion.

tions to meet hereafter, whether we at- 
tempt to meet them now or not, and I 
tlnuk vfe shall meet them more advised- 
ly, 
We cannot doubt but- that this coun- 


cil will be very careful, not only in regard 
to tho preliminary question, but as to 
what we shall do afterwards,$[and will be 
governed by the sentiment of ourcitizens 
in that respect. But it LIS said that the 
people will wish to vote on jthe question 
whether tho works shall be built by the 
city or by a private company. There

these questions now, but I don't think it 
will or ought to obviate tho necessity of 
giving these things a very careful consid- 
eration hereafter,

know to be true. I see in your papers 
some very unjust remarks on the water 
works question at the city of La Porte. 
The city of La_ Porte has not .abandoned 
her wa'ter -works, but the city has been 
unfortunate iu getting good water for the 
people to drink, but they would not take 
the cost of them it they [were used for 
nothing but to put out fires. 1 know 
that to be tho fact, for the mayor told me 
so himself. 
And besides, that have just 


put in a new boiler, and they would not 
do that if they were going to abandon 
them. 


The first cost of the works here ought 


not to exceed 5585,000 all told. 
I have 


heard it stated here at 3300,000. That is 
a good deal; I should be scared, i£ I lived 
in this town, if they were going to run it 
up to that; I should want to talk it over 
and make some other arrangement. 
But 


I have built water works at a' great many 
places, aud I havo been back to those 
place:-:, and tho men who were most op- 
poatd to them said they would not take 
ten times the cost of them, and could not 
see how they could get along without 
them anyway. 'I remodeled tbe works at 
South Bend, Ind.; I am sure their works 
have cost them 8240,000 now, fully; but 
1 think they have got from eight to ten 
thousand dollars iu the treasury over aud 
above ail their expenses every year. 


Aid. Fitzgibbon: How do you propose 


to get domestic water here? 


Mr. Morgan: I should sink a well 


here, about what I did at Wmona. 1 put 
down a well 50 feet iu diameter and 20 
teetdeep on the bank of the river, and it 
filters through from tbe river. 


Aid. Fitzgibbou: That would be ob- 


jectionable here, on account of: the poor 
quality oE the water. 


Mr. Morgan: You can go back from 


the rivor here, or take it at Spring Brook. 
Now thare is no question about -where 
the water comes from there;.—it comes 
from the hills, audit never seea anything 
before it strikes your well. If you go up 
tho river on the west side, just above the 
raviue north 
ot town, 
you 
strike 


into

o£ gravel with which

underlaid, and you will get good water, 
for the water is running towards the 
river; it would not be really coming 
back from the river. But it it did, it is 
purer water than you cau get from your 
wells, for, although many think your 
river is contaminated by sewerage from 
above, it secnis to me that the wind 
breaking it up, and traveling over so 
many lailes, it becomes purer than any 
water m your wells. 


Mr. Morgan, in answer to 
further 


questions, explained that before com- 
pleting his works tho water was always 
analyzed by some good chemist. 


Al.l. Fitzgibbon: 
What system of 


water works would you recommend in 
case any is put in here'?, 


Mr. Morgan: Either reservoir or stand 


pipe, which is the iioxt bowt thing. 
In 


this pliice I should probably adopt a 
stand pipe if I was consulting engineer. 


Aid. Fitz-^ihbou: 
Would you recom- 


mend having a stand pipe and direct 
pressure, or stand pipe alone? 


Mr. Morgan : I think it would not bo 


necessary to have anything but tho stand 
pipe. 
You would always have an abund- 


ance of pressure. 


Aid. Fitzgibbous: 
By locating the 


works where? 


Mr. Morgan: 
Tho location of the 


pumping works should bo either down 
there (south; or up here (north.) 


Mr. Morgan also gave somo details oJ 


tho construction o£ tho stand pipe at 
Winona. 


Aid. Valentine: What does Wmoua pro- 


pose to do with their fire department? 


Mr. Morgan: The fire department re- 


mains substantially an it is. Doing away 
with the lire department has been spoken 
oE here. They ^can't do away with the 
lire department. They will do away with 
the engine?, they will simply have hoso 
carts, and tho firo department will other- 
wise bo tho same as it has always been, 
with good, efTicicnt men. 


Mr. Stanley B. Smith: What was the 


expense of tho system at Winona? 


Mr. Morgan :• Wo commenced at Wmo- 


r.a with about 5,000 feet of pipe, and a 
small pump placed in ouo of the saw mills. 
That was four or five years ago. With 
that 5,000 feet of pipo aud five or six hy- 
drants we protected a very largo amouut 
of property aud produced a result there 
that created quite a jollification. And 
after that I had a second contract with 
them by which I hud several miles oE 
pipe, aud it has now increased [to twelve 
miles. Tho city owns everything. I sup- 
pose the works cost iu Jtho neighborhood 
of SI'20,000 or §130,000. 


Aid. Valentino: It cost moro by putting 


them in at three or four different times ? 


Mr. Morgan: No. You might catch the 


high priced pipe, as Madison did, or you 
might get itSlOu ton less. 


Aid. Valentine: Did yon over know of 


a town that put in water works whore 
they wanted thorn taken 
away 
after- 


wards ? 


Mr. Morgan : No sir, I never did. 
Aid. Valentine: Isn't it a general thiug 


that the opponents of water works be- 
come advocates oE them afterwards? 


Mr. Morgan : Yos sir. I can show you 


that thing. At Eochello we put iu water 
works that cost ten or fifteen thousand 
dollars. They were small, but 
protty 


good as far as they went, aud in about 
thrco or four weeks after they were fin- 
ished, there came a terrible wind, one oE 
the] wooden buildings caught fire,—tho 
town is very compact in its shape,—and 
I was told that the croakers said well, the 
town was gone. They actually put throe 
streams o£ water on that fire aud saved 
the building it started in—that is, tho 
joists and rafters were left, even with tho 
wind blowing as it did. After that there 
wore no croakers in the town. 


Aid. Valentine: You said it was a good 


investment for a private company to 
build the water works, and you would be 
willing to build water works here as an 
investment, furnishing the money and 
building them yourself. 


Mr. Morgan: Yes sir. 
Aid. Valentine: Bo you mean without 


tho city agreeing to use so many hy- 
drants ? 


Mr. Morgan: Oh, uo! I should want 


the city to take so macy hydrants. 


Aid. Fitzgibbou: How many hydrants 


would you desire? 


Mr. Morgan: I should desire several 


points which you would uot agree to. I 


Mr. Morgan: O, I would bid most cer- ] 


taiuly! 
Mr. II. S. Woodruff: 
I understood 


you to say this afternoon when I took 
you down to Spring Brook and showed 
you the spring water, to say that you. 
could put a well in there and get pure 
spring water, bring- toe pipe up Main 
street, put a stand pipe in the park, and 
put in six miles ot pipe here at less than 
S100.000. 


Mr. Morgan: Yes sir. 
Mr. Woodruff: Ho says he will go an 


equal distance up tho river, und back 
away from the bank of tbe river, and put 
a stand pipe in tbe park for less than 
$100,000, perhaps 890,000, but less than 
S100.000.

Captain Macloon: Th.it is not tho ob- 


ject, sir, to have you back out. but I 
want to see why you don't want to make 
money as well us tiio city. 


Mr. Morgan: I want to make money, 


but I want to make it building water 
works; that is my business. I live in 
Chicago, and I expect tu live there all my 
life, ami whenever! main; a statement I 
wantit should be borno in mind that it 
is ou the bed rock, ami I don't want peo- 
ple to say when ray back is turned, "yon 
ran these water works as long as there 
was any money in ther.i and then sold 
them out and left the city;'-' you put in 
these water works, and >ou run them 20 
years, and run them all to pieces, pretty 
much; the hydrants aro worn badly ana I 
don't takouny pains with them tbe last 
two or thros years of ir.y contract—and 
I am not setting myself up us a scamp. 
I am telling you facts. They run them 
as long as there is any money in them, 
and I return them to you in that shape 
after twenty years' service, nnd you pay 
as Frecport hag done, sixty dollars a hy- 
drant, and I believe they have got ICO 
hydrants—89,000 a year, besides tuo poo 
pie pay rent, and then they are to have 
more hydrants, too, and there is $9,000 a : 
jour for twenty years, is £180,000 the city | 
has paid, und at the end of twenty years | 
they don't own the water works, but they 
are to buy them at a fair valuation. Now.

Aid. Valentino: How much is the in-

Mr. Morgan: Oh, they are not started 


yet; but write to Qnincy, 111., and you 
will find out. 


On the suggestion oE Aid. Fitzgibbon 


Mr. Morgan promised to refer to Ins 
books and givo to the city clerk the 
names of towns from which information 
might be had. 


Stanley B. Smith: Do cities that have 


water works usually dispense with fire 
engines? 


Mr. Morgan: i'os sir, all OH them. 
Mr. Smith: UOPH Chicago? 
Mr. Morgan: All towns of this size 


dispense with fire engines. There would 
bo uo special use for engines unless one 
was kept to run to farms a ruilo or two 
from town, to keep them out oE trouble. 


Mr. Smith: Doesn't llockford havo 


fire engines? 
Mr. Morgan: llockford had fire engines 
when sho built her water works, and I 
don't know that they have disposed of 
theirs. In 
Bioomington, 111., I built 


water works. They had fire engines, aud 
I guess they sold them all but ouo for tho 
district where they didn't have tho pipe. 


Aid. Valentine: In 
case the works 


should break down 
? 


Mr. Morgan: No; the works should 


not be built, so as to break. 


Mr. Schutt: How i.s Chicago? 
Mr. Morgan: Any town of twenty-five 


or thiity thousand inhabitants can't get 
along without a tire engine. 
There are 


too many people drawing water at the 
some time. Somebody is taking a bath, 
aud they don't stop their bath to suit a 
fire in the neighborhood. 


Stanley B. Smith: How much a year 


would it cost to run the works here? 


Mr. Morgan : I have put down the city 


ot Winona at 81,000 a year. I think from 
tha contracts they havj made there now 
they will run under Si,OUO. 


Mr. Scbutt: The gentleman seems to 


aud run by a board ot commissioners 
elected by tho city authorities. I just 
came down from Madison (hie afternoon. 
They aro going to let on the water there 
to-morrow or Monday, and they are high- 
ly elated over their water works plan. 


The Mayor: How many miles of pipe 


have they got?

tion, said he was entirely iinprepared to 
say what he did think about it.

Aid. Valentine: How much? 
Mr. Bennett: Well, from two to three 


hundred thousand dollars; of course I 
know nothing about it, but it strikes me 
i£ we could get good water works here 
inside ot a hundred 
thousand dol- 


lars wo could perhaps stand it, and

body. Really, I don't know as it would 
be any benefit to me. I believe I have 
got a well of pure water at home, but I 
may be mistaken about it.
